England, 

Lonpown, Apri 12.—On account of the steady 
stream of letters containing threats of death 
and destruction of buildings, which continue 
to be received by prominent persons and 
Government functionaries, the previous pre- 
cautions against ‘the execution of these 
threats are not remitted, but new ones are 
also being devised and carried out.

EXPLOSIVES. 

Lonpon, April 2.—The War Office has 
taken the question of explosives in hand 
with vigor and determination. Among other 

‘measures taken for the purpose of thwartin 
the dynamite workers, it has been ordere 
that experiments be undertaken, with a view 
to preparing an analysis of the various forms 
and seeponens parts of all substances that 
are capable of being employed as explosives. 
The result of their work will 

to the police, and it is be- 
ingenuity of the men 
who are now engaged in manufacture 
and use of these diabolic contrivances will be 
thwarted 'by this means. 

NEW MODE OF WARFARE. 

Lonpon, April 2.—The St. James Gazette

THE FEERICK MURDER. 

LonpDon, April 2.—Three Constables from 
Balla, Ireland, have gone to America in 
quest of Hynes and Vahey, who are _ sus- 
pected of having murdered Feerick in June, 
1880. The crime created much sensation at 
the time, as it was believed to be a political 
murder. The arrest of twenty-six persons 
last week, at Ballinrobe, on a charge of be- 
ing accomplices in the murder, has revived 
recoliections of the crime. 

PLUNDERED. 

Limerick, April, 2.—The House of a land- 
Jord named Dickson, who has been boycott- 
ed was attacked last night by a number of 
men who plundered it of its valuables. 


India, 

CaLcuTTa, April 2.—An organization to 
be known as the European and Anglo-Indian 
Defense Society has been formed here for 
the purpose of watching over the interests 
of Eurpeans and Americansin India. The 
immediate efforts of the society, however, 


will be devoted to the preservation of the 
right now enjoyed by all European and 
British subjects to be tried by their own 
countrymen and tothe defeat of the bill 
which permits of the trial of whites by na- 
tive judges in certain cases.

Italy. 

Rome, April 2.—Five men’ charged with 
attempting to take the life of Signor Cocca- 
pelier, the noted Socialist member of the 
Chamber of Deputies, have been placed on 


_ trial here. The chief of the would-be assas- 


sins is named Tognetti. He is brother of a 
man who was executed under the Papal Gov- 
ernment for causing an explosion in the Ser- 
ristori barracks. 


France, 

Paris, April 2.—Later accounts of the 
boiler explosion at St. Dizier yesterday 
show that the number of persons killed and 
injured was much larger than at first report- 
ed. Thirty-one persons were killed outright. 
The number of injured, it is now stated, 
reaches sixty-five. Many of them, it is fear- 
ed, are fatally hurt. 


' Belgium. 

Lonpon, April 2,—A dispatch from Brus- 
sels reports that a sensation has been caused 
in financial circles there over the discovery 
that Van Damme, a prominent stock broker, 
has embezzled the sum of one million francs 
belonging to persons who deposited money 
with him. Van Damme has been arrested 
and is lodged in prison. 


Turkey. 

VIENNA, April 2.—The New Frie Press 
says the number of members of the Castri 
Tribe murdered at Lake Scutari by the 
Montenegrins, was twenty-tive instead of 
four, as previously reported.

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Joyce deliberately shot him through the 


beart without provocation. After the shoot- 
ing Joyce pinced a pistolin Phillips’ pocket 
and fled. He was arrested later and 
in jail. Joyce is a clerk in the Soldiers’ Na- 
tional Home. Phillips leaves a wife and 
four children. Some fears are entertained 
this morning that Joyce will be lynched. An 
extra guard is on duty at the jail. 

The Rocky Forks Murder,

.ALTON, Iuu., April 2.—The officers of the 

law have determined upon holding a re- 
examination in the case of the Rocky Fork 
murder. Every clue so far taken up has 
been run to the ground. No other theory 
now remains to act upon but the one of re- 
vengeful jealousy, and it is to bring out all 
the facts in regard to this that the examina- 
tion is to be held. Coroner Youree will hold 
it and State’s Attorney Yager will examine 
the witnesses, who will be called from every- 
where in the neighborhood. It is claimed 
that the evidence to be brought before the 
jury will be startling in its nature, The re- 
inquest will take place Wednesday. 


KRINC’S LUCK. 
By a Majority of Gus His Neck is 
Saved.

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The U. S. Supreme Court Reverses and Re- 
mands Kring’s Case+-The Slayer of Dora 
Broemser Will Not Mount the Gallows. 


WASHINGTON, April 2.—In the murder 
case of Chas. F; Kring. plaintiff, in error 
against the State of Missouri, the United 
Siates Supreme Court to-day, by a majority 
of one, reversed the judgment of the Su- 
preme Court of Missouri and remanded the 
case for further proceedings. Kring has 
been tried seven times for the same murder 
and is by this decision finally released from 
the sentence of death, which has been three 
times imposed. 

Be KRING’S LUCK. 

Kring’s neck is again saved, this time by 
a bare majority of one in the Supreme Court 
to-day. Justice Miller delivered a decision 
reversing the judgment of the Supreme 
Court of Missouri; also of the Criminal 
Court of St. Louis, andremanding the case 
for the proceedings in the Criminal 
court inconsistent with this judgment. This 
decision was seped by five of the nine 
Judges. Justice Matthews read a aissenting 
opinion, holding that the point on which it 
was claimed his conviction was illegal were 
not sustained by the facts. The dissenting 
opinion was_ signed by three of the other 
Justices. Thus there were five 
in favor of a new trial for 
Kring and four against. The attendance 
was very large and much interest was mani- 
fested in the case. 


What Will Be the Effect’? 

The effect of the decision is virtually to 
clear Kring. The venue question was not 
pushed before the U. S. Supreme Court, 
the defendant’s counsel hinged the case on 
the point raised on the ex post facto law. 
Kring was permitted to plead guilty to mur- 
der in the second degree, but this 
plea was set aside and his attorneys have 
since claimed that the State had no right to 


put him onirial for murderin the first de- 
gree. Messrs. Seward & Jones, to-day, saia: 

‘‘We do not know what point the case was 
deciiled on, but the effect is the same. Kring 
can only be put on trial for murder in the 
second degree now, and as the evidence 
will show murder in the first degree, as the 
case is presented by the State, the court 
must instruct to discharge.” 

They called at the Jail and informed 
Kring of the decision. Th® prisoner showed 
much excitement, though feeble from sick- 
ness. He expressed thanks and praise 
for his connsel and said: ‘I expected such 
would be the _ decision.” Mr. Mce- 
Donald, of the Cireuit Attorney’s 
effice, said that at present he 
thought the status of the case was just as 
Messrs. Jones and Seward explained it, leav- 
ing little doubt as to Kring’s tinal discharge. 

A PostT-DISPATCH reporter was the first 
bearer of the information to 
Chas. Pp. Johnson, who, it will be 
remembered, made the address. to 
Judge Sherwood, which secured the stay of 
execution in 1881. Hewas very much grati- 
fied to hear the news, and said: “This of 
course saves Kring’s neck. He will 
now receive sentence under his plea 
of guilty to murder in the second degree. 
The case is remanded to the Su- 
preme Court, and that tribunal will 
pass sentence. He may get from 
ten to twenty-five years’ imprisonment in 
the Penitentiarv. That is the extent of 
Kring’s punishment in this final attitude of 
the case.”’ 


He Would Not Answer. 

New York, April 3.—In the case of 
William J. Hutchinson against Frederick U, 
Lawrence, president of the New York Stock 
Exchange, to be reinstated as a member, 
Lawrence, when called as a witness, refused 
to produce the minutes of the proceedings 
governing the committee, or to answer a 
number of questions asked him. Judge 


Lawrence, in Supreme Court Chambers to- 
day, rendered a decision in which he holds 
that the minutes must be produced and that 
the questions, with five exceptions, must be 
answered. 


Slight Damages. 

CINCINNATI, April 2.—The case of G. R. 
Wahle vs. the Cincinnati Gazette Company, 
an action for $50,000 damages for libel, ter- 
minated to-day with a verdict in favor of the 
plaintiff, the damages were assessed at $5. 
The matter complained of was published in 
the Cincinnati Gazette while Wahle was 
postmaster and had reference to his action 
in refusing to forward Gazettes on the 
ground of non-payment of postage. 


Election at Columbus. 
CoLttmBus, O,, March 31,—The day is 
pleasant and the election is passing off quiet- 
ly, with indications of a large vote. The 
Democratic ticket is being scratched in some 
parts of the city, which gives the Republi- 
cans hopes of success.

Star Route Trial. 

WASHINGTON, April 2.—The first Star 
Route trial lasted fifteen weeks. The eigh- 
teenth week of the second trial begun this 
morning and the end stillappears a long way 
off. Merrick resumed the cross-examina- 
tion of Dorsey about the instructions he had 
given to-Boone, relative to bidding for con- 
tracts. Witness had no recollection of 
a conversation with instructions to 
Boone upon matters of inquiry. 


Merrick demanded the return to his notice 
for the production of the letter-press copy 


books, 

Ingersoll said they had no books contain- 
ing letters of the date described. 

Bliss that the answer should be made under 
oath. 
Ingersoll ina long argumeut contended 
that the evidence sought was secondary in 
character and that its loss could not reme- 
died by the substitution of other secondary 
evidence, there being no degree in such evi- 


ence, 

Ingersoll cailed attention tothe fact that 
the notice called for copies of all letters 
written upon two dates regardless of the sub- 
ect matter. The prosecution wished to go 
fishing in the hope that they would discover 
some new evidence in the books. ‘The court 
said that the defendant was not bound to 
roduce any evidence to criminate himself. 
f he ignored the notice to produce the paper, 
then secondary evidence would bq ad- 
missible; nor could he be required to 
produce secondary evidence against himself, 
so at last the prosecution would be driven 
to use their own secondary evidence, but no 
such evidence was admissable until notice 
had been served calling for the production of 
the original paper. Inthe present case the 
notice was confined to strictly secondary 
evidence, letter press copies, and even if 
mere specitic, the other side could not be 
called upon to produce it. Bliss dissented 
from the opinion expressed by the court that 
defendant could not be compelled to produce 
evidence against himself, and held 
that when defendant took the stand 
he might be called on to produce any 
evidence in his possession oral or written. 
The court replied that when defendant took 
the stand of course he would be regarded as 
any other witness, and u ght be cross-ex- 
amined to the same extent. The examina- 
tion was then resumed. 
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Excited Indians. 
WASHINGTON, April 2.—Secretary Teller 
to-day reeeived the following telegram from 
agent Wilcox at San Carlos, Ari- 
zona: “The Indians at the Agency 
were greatly excited last night 


by the reported presence of one or more 
Chiracahuas on the reservation. Ats3o’clock 
this morning, Lieut. Davis with 100 scouts 
and friendly Indians passed up the San Car- 
los River. thirteen miles to the camp 
of Nadaski, chief of the White Mountain 
Indians, where they found a buck named 
Peach, who went out with 
Pecos’ band of Chiracahuas on April 
19, last. Nadaski and Peach were 
brought in and the former was tried and or- 
dered to Camp Thomas to be tried and placed 
in irons with the recommendation that he be 
sent to the Dry Tortugas for life for harbor- 
ing renegades, threatening to burn the agency, 
to kill employes, to go on the war- 
path with Chiracahuas and for endangering 
the peace of the reservation. Hoping to ob- 
tain information, Peach will be held there 
for three or four days. The Indians here 
will see toit that he does hotescape. All 
are quiet. The conduct of the Indians last 
night proves their loyalty. 


The President Delayed. 

WASHINGTON, April2.—President Arthur 
this morning said his plans for leaving 
Washington to-morrow have been somewhat 
disatranged, and that he wll probably not 
start to Florida for several! days. It is sur- 
mised from this remark that the President 
has been advised by Attorney-General Brew- 
ster that the appointment of a successor for 
Postmaster-General Howe must be made 
within ten days from the date of the latter's 
death, and that President Arthur delays his 
departure in order to determine who shall 
fili the vacancy.

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SMALL-POX. 


How the Dread Disease is Spreading— 
_. More Cases To-Day, 

Sanitary Officer O’Brien has been busy 
vaccinating residents in the neighborhood 
of the St. Peter and Paul’s school, on Eighth 
street and Allen avenue, for two days past, 
The dread disease, small-pox, made its ap- 
pearance in the locality of the school twelve 
days ago, and already it has attacked 
nearly two score of victims, and 
every day the number is increased. How 
the small-pox “made its appearance in the 
neighborhood was thus stated to a Post- 
DIsPATCcH reporter by Health Commissioner 
Fitzwilliams this morning: 

‘Two weeks ago a little’girl named Anna 
Mary Scnoller, whose parents lived at 2609 
Dekalb street, and whose sister was a pupil 
of the St. Peter and Paul! school, died; Dr. 
Schlosstein, ‘the physician in _ attend- 
ance, in his death certificate  statea 
that the child had succumbed to 
chicken-pox. After the funeral her sister 
resumed her attendance at the school, and 
immediately afterwards fifieen young girls, 
between the ages of nine and ° fifteen, 
her schoolmates, were taken down 
in quick succession with thé small-pox 
and the disease spread through the neigh- 
borhood with great rapidity. The conclu- 
sion seems to be plain that the little Scholler 
girl died of small-pex, and that the infection 
was communicated fo the rest of the chil- 
dren from her sister’s association with 
them.” 

‘‘THave you taken any steps to check the 
spread of the disease?’ 

“Yes, sir. Dr. O’Brien is busy vaccinating 
people in the neighborhood and Ihave this 
morning ordered = the school closed 
for one week. and the room 
where the disease first appeared 
will be closed for thirty days. In the mean- 
time = building will be thoroughly fumi- 
gated.” 

“Is there any danger of the small-pox 
becoming epidemic ?”’ 

“I think not, and indeed I hope not.”’ 

THIS MORNING 

two more cases of small-pox on DeKalb 
street were reported to the Health 
Office. The names of the _ patients 
are Martha Smith, of No. 2512 
DeKalb street, and Alma Juselmann, 
of 2513 DeKalb street. They will be suffered 
to remain at their homes, but the houses 
have been posted. 

The health officers state that the demand 
for vaccine virus by physicians is larger than 
they are at present able to supply.

Serious Railroad Accident. 

Train No. 606 0n the lron Mountain Rail- 
way, due here at 6:17 o’clock this morning, 
struck a rock of several tons in weight that 
had rolled down on the track at Busiburg, a 
small station twenty-five miles fiom the 
city. The engine, No. 348, left the track 
and rolled down the embankment into 
the river, where.she now lays, bottoin side 
up. The baggage car was thrown off its 
trucks and landed across the track. The 
front end of the smoker was also untracked 
and thrown to the side of the track, 
but none of the coaches or sleepers left 
the rails, Engineer MeGovern and 
his fireman were “both seriously 
injured in jumping from the engine, but 
just how badly could not be learned. None 
of the passengers were hurt atall, aside from 
a most complete shaking-up, caused by the 
sudden stopping of thetrain. ‘lhe track was 
cleared at ten o’clock, and all the Iron 
Mountain trains overdue got into the 
Union Depot at one o'clock. Engineer 
McGovern and his firemen were brought 
to Carondelet, where they both live, with 
the delayed train, but at 2 o’clock nothing 
definite as to the exact injuries they sus- 
tained could be learned.

SENATOR VEST. 


The Missouri Little Giant Talks on Pol- 
itics—The Next President. 


Senator and Mrs. George G. Vest arrived 
at the Southern last evening, en route from 
New York to their home in Kansas City. A 
Post-DisPATcH reporter met the Little 
Giant in the rotunda this morning and had a 


short chat with him. 

In reply to the reporter’s question on the 
political outlook, Senator Vest replied: 

“] haven’t much of interest to tell you, as 
Ihave been too busy to think of anything 
outside of business. There is one sure 
thing in politics, however, and that is that 
the next President will be a Democrat. You 
can put that down as certain, beyond a 
doubt. Weare sure to win next time if we 
have a good candidate. na 
“Who is likely to be the man, Senator? 
asked the reporter. : 
“Well, I think McDonald, of Indiana, 
stands the best chance. Heisa good man 
and they can’t buy the State of Indiana 
away from him.” 

“How will he run in the East?” 

“He is strong there. I have been 
surprised to find how strong he isin New 
York, as I learned while there.” 

‘‘How about Tilden’s latest boom ?” 
“Tilden is a strong man and would make a 
good candidate if his health should permit 
him, and I understand his health is 
much improved at present. I am in- 
clined to think that the race wil 
be between Arthurand McDonald. Arthur 
is working for the next nomination. He is 
all for New York now in regular Van Buren 
style; the New York men are getting every- 
thing.

Guessing About His Successor. 

Charles W. Francis resigned the Health 
Commissionership. last Saturday afternoon 
after 5 o0’clock. The Mayor had gone home, 
but was telephoned and appointed John J. 
Fitzwilliams, clerk of the Board of Health, 
to fill the vacaney untila new commissioner 
is named. Mr. Francis’ action was the nec- 
essary outgrowth of the scandal in which 


himself and the Simpson woman were con- 
cerned. He had drawn his salary of $250 for 
March in advance, Treasurer Merrell having 
given him the money befode he went to Chi- 
cago, so that he was square in his accounts 
with the city when he left. Mr. Francis’ 
whereabouts are just now unknown. He 
was last seen at the City Hall on Wednesda 
and all who visit his residence, at 108 Sout 
Seventh street, are toid that he is not at 
home. Everybody in and around the City 
Hall regret very much the misfortune that 
has befallen the ex-Commissioner, and when 
Mayor Ewing was questioned, His Honor 
said he had accepted Mr. Francis’ resigna- 
tion and was very sorry for his family, and 
that was all he desired to say. 

‘The talk about Mr. Francis’ successor— 
for Mr. Fitzwilliams will hold the position 
only afew days—was freely indulged in to- 
dav, but nothing definite could be learned 
at the Mayor's Office. It is known that 
there are four physicians applying for the 
place, Drs.

The condition of the 
Navy Department is perhaps the most po- 
tent of all thearguments which urge a great 
many people to desire a Democratic admin- 
istration in Washington. 
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WASHINGTON SQUARE. 

The claims of Washington Square as a lo- 
Cation for the Exposition have been injured 
by the impression that the city’s title to that 
ground was conditional, and that in case it 
was diverted from the purpose and uses of a 
public square it would revert to the heirs of 
the former owner. ‘ 

This impression is wholly erroneous. 
When the former owner, Maj. THomas F, 
SMITH, sold the ground to the city, he ob- 
tained its full market value, and gave the 
city a fee simple title to it. He parted un- 
reservedly with his whole interest in it with- 
out making any conditions or reserving any 
reversionary or other interest in the property 
for himself or his heirs. 

But when the City Council passed the or- 
dinance authorizing the purchase of the prop- 
erty, the ordinance declared that the proper- 
ty should be used as a public square, and in 
accordance with that ordinance the deed 
which gave the city a fee-simple title to the 
property contained a stipulation that, as 
provided by ordinance the land should be so 
used, and the City Government made a cove- 
nant with SmirTuH and his heirs and with the 
citizens of St. Louis that it would reserve 
the ground for sifch use. 

But there are two legal points to be noted 
which forever dispose of the idea that the 
ground could reverf tothe Smiru heirs or to 
anybody else under any conditions. These 
are, first, that where there is no penalty 
provided no penalty can be enforced, and 
second, thatin case the city should violate 
its covenant the SMITH heirs would have no 
other claim to compensation than any other 
citizens of St. Louis, who are all made par- 
ties to the covenant. 

It is very doubtful whether the use of the 
park for the location of the Exposition would 
be a violation of the ordinance under 
which if was purchased, but in any event no 
impairment of the title of the city could re- 
sult fromit. Any citizen might apply for 
an injunction to prevent the city from mis- 
using park property, but thatis the extent 
of the legal obstruction which could be in- 
terposed in the case in question. The idea 
that the heirs of Tomas F. SMITH or any 
others have any reversion. remainder or pro- 
prietary interest in Washington Park is not 
seriously entertained by any one who has 
read the deed. Those who are curious to 
learn some interesting details about the pur- 
chase of this park can find them in the ‘‘Per- 
sonal Recollections’ of the late JoHn F. 
DARBY.

A MISFIT. 

When the registration bill was up before 
the House the dreary MCGINNIS arose and 
protested against its passage. He denounced 
it as an outrage on an intelligent community, 
appealed to his friends on the St. Louis dele- 
gation to defeat it. called it a strict party 
measure, and resisted it with such feeble and 
fiabby opposition as was in his power. A 
change of a single vote would have defeated 
it, but it was passed by a bare majority. 

What else could have been expected, when 
the same McGinnis who undertook to call 
this bill an outrage had stood up only a 
week before to defend an advertising steal 
which was an outrage like unto this one in 
every respect, only ten times worse? The 
bill to subsidize the whining and needy Re- 
publican at the expense of the legal advertis- 
ers was a swindle dictated by the same 
partisan necessities as the registration bill; 
it was a bill specially designed for the 
benefit of the Democratic party in St. Louis, 
a bill to corrupt the judicial elections by the 
introduction of a Democratic slush fund, 
passed by a party vote at the suggestion of 
party workers, Yet McGinnis not only 
voted for it, but worked for it, apologized for 
it, defended it. With what consistency 
could Ii@ defend the one and oppose the 
other?

‘and property in England. To-day it is the 
discovery of a whole manufactory of infernal 
machines near Cork; yesterday it was the 
arrest of a suspicious character with acan 
which might have held dynamite; the day 
before it was the arrest of six members of 
an Armagh Assassination Society. Sand- 
wiched in between whiles comes news of 
the whereabouts of the multitudinous and 
ubiquitous No. 1; men are constantly escap- 
ing who are supposed to have been planning 
murder; guards are doubled at the arsenals 
and ship-yards; Harcourt walks in his 
garden escorted by two policemen; GLAD- 
STONE has a bobby watching his coal cellar. 
From the tone of the dispatches one would 
infer that no man’s life was safe in England 
and that the principal occupation of English- 
men was dodging the Gatling guns and the 
dynamite bombs of the Irish Invincibles, 

Yet when one sets out to count up the 
total of killed and wounded in this ferocious 
and determined warfare of extermination, 
how great is the relief to find out that 
in three months the total _- of English- 
men killed is exactly none afXall. Not only 
has there been no Englishman killed, but no 
Englishman’s life has been attempted, and 
there is no evidence to show that any Irish- 
man or anybody else has had the remotest 
intention of harming a hair in the head of 
the affrighted Johnny Bull. 

Under these circumstances would it not be 
just as well to let up a little on the Irish 
scare? The spectacle of a great nation 
quaking and shaking for ninety days in panic 
terror of a danger which is proved by the evi- 
dence of fact to be wholly imaginary, is some- 
what ridiculous to al! the rest of the world, 
and, though the Irish in America greatly 
enjoy these evidences of the disturbed con- 
dition of their enemy, the farce is beginning 
to grow weary to outsiders. We advise J. 
Bull to reduce his pulse and temperature to 
a normal condition and to spare us the inflic- 
tion of further panic telegrams about out- 
rages, conspiracies, murders and other 
horrors which exist only in his excited and 
foolish brain. 


HERR MOST. 

Some of the Trades Unions and Labor Asso- 
ciations of St. Louis have extended to HERR 
Most the invitation for which he has been 
waiting, and this distinguished agitator will 
come to St. Louis ‘‘to discuss the labor ques- 
tion in @ll its phases.”’ 

If he should come for that purpose and with 
that intention we should welcome him cor- 
dially, no matter how widely we might dis- 
sent from his conclusions. The labor ques- 
tion is one which can not be discussed too 
widely and deeply. Itis the great question 
of questions, and there is no phase or detail 
of it whichis mot full of a deep significance 
and worthy of the closest attention from all 
thoughtful citizens. 

But unfortunately Herr Most has long 
since ceased to discuss this question or to re- 
gard it as one which has any room for dis- 
cussion. A blind man cannot fail to see that 
itis a many-sided question, intricate, com- 
plicated, and defying the highest intelligence 
and wisdom to master the practical difficul- 
ties it presents. Instead, however, of recog- 
nizing this situation and trying to help the 
honest and zealous minds who are every- 
where striving to make the best of it, HERR 
Most proposes to make the worst of it. 

He refuses to discuss anything, disdains 
allreason and argument. He proposes not 
to reconcile capital and labor, not to use the 
world’s wealth for the world’s people, 
but simply to “smash things,” to knock 
down, overthrow, destroy and sacrifice ey- 
erything, and take a fresh start under cir- 
cumstances which promise to make the new 
state of affairs worse than the old cnes. 

Under such circumstances we refuse to 
welcome Herr Most, and are compelled to 
consider him as a mischievous influence. He 
has rendered himself powerless for good and 
potent only for harm, and his “‘discussion”

Postage Stamp Thieves. 


‘ St. Loutrs, April 2, 1883. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

On furnishing that item to your reporter, on 
Saturday, my object was not so much to expose 
the depravity of the youthful and adroit stamp thief 
as to draw public attention to the fact that this 
species of petty thieving is by no means uncom- 
mon among  oOffice-boys in this city. ‘he 
detective who ‘worked up’ this case, and discover- 
ed the receptacles at which the youngster dispos- 
ed of his plunder, informed me that he was as- 
tonished to find in the course of his investigation 


that quite a number of lads are inthe daily habit 
of offering postage stamps and postal cards in 
large and small quantities for sale, experiencing 
no trouble whateverin disposing of them, but at 
discounts dictated by the purchasers. Clearly 
the storekeeper, or any one else, who buys an ar- 
ticle which is aimost as current as money itself 
at less than its value (and that, too, from a youth 
whose anxiety te accept whatever is tendered in 
exchange for it is prima [acia evidence that it 
has been stolen). is offering a liberal premium on 
dishonesty. If there is no law, there certainly is 
sad need for one to meet such cases and punish 
those receivers of stolen property. A clause bear- 
ing on this and kindred juvenile larcenies could

WASHINGTON SQUARE. 

The claims of Washington Square as a lo- 
cation for the Exposition have been injured 
by the impression that the city’s title to that 
ground was conditional, and that in case it 
was diverted from the purpose and uses of a 
public square it would revert to the heirs of 
the former owner. ‘ 

This impression is wholly erroneous. 
When the former owner, Maj. Tuomas F. 
Smirn, sold the ground to the city, he ob- 
tained its full market value, and gave the 
city a fee simple title to it. He parted un- 
reservediy with his whole interest in it with- 
out making any conditions or reserving any 
reversionary or other interest in the property 
for himself or his heirs. 

But when the City Council passed the or- 
dinance authorizing the purchase of the prop- 
erty, the ordinance declared that the proper- 
ty should be used as a public square, and in 
accordance with that ordinance the deed 
which gave the city a fee-simple title to the 
property contained a stipulation that, as 
provided by ordinance the land should be so 
used, and the City Government made a cove- 
nant with Smirn and his heirs and with the 
citizens of St. Louis that it would reserve 
the ground for stich use. 

But there are two legal points to be noted 
which forever dispose of the idea that the 
ground could reverf tothe Smiru heirs or to 
anybody else under any conditions. These 
are, first, that where there is no penalty 
provided no penalty can be enforced, and 
second, thatin case the city should violate 
its covenant the Smiru heirs would have no 
other claim to compensation than any other 
citizens of St. Louis, who are all made par- 
ties to the covenant. 

It is very doubtful whether the use of the 
park for the location of the Exposition would 
be a violation of the ordinance under 
which it was purchased, but in any event no 
impairment of the title of the city could re- 
sultfromit. Any citizen might apply for 
an injunction to prevent the city from mis- 
using park property, but thatis the extent 
of the legal obstruction which could be in- 
terposed inthe case in question. The idea 
thatthe heirs of Tnomas F. SMITH or any 
others have any reversion. remainder or pro- 
prietary interest in Washington Park is not 
seriously entertained by any one who has 
read the deed. Those who are curious to 
learn some interesting details about the pur- 
chase of this park can find them in the ‘‘Per- 
sonal Recollections’ of the late Jonn F. 
DARBY.

From the tone of the dispatches one would 
infer that no man’s life was safe in England 
and that the principal occupation of English- 
men was dodging the Gatling guns and the 
dynamite bombs of the Irish Invincibles. 

Yet when one sets out to count up the 
total of killed and wounded in this ferocious 
and determined warfare of extermination, 
how great is the relief to find out that 
in three months the total number of English- 
men killed is exactly none at all. Not only 
has there been no Englishman killed, but no 
Englishman’s life has been attempted, and 
there is no evidence to show that any Irish- 
man or anybody else has had the remotest 
intention of harming a hair in the head of 
the affrighted Johnny Bull. 

Under these circumstances would it not be 
just as well to let up a little on the Irish 
scare? The spectacle of a great nation 
quaking and shaking for ninety days in panic 
terror of a danger which is proved by the evi- 
dence of fact to be wholly imaginary, is some- 
what ridiculous to all the rest of the world, 
and, though the Irish in America greatly 
enjoy these evidences of the disturbed con- 
dition of their enemy, the farce is beginning 
to grow weary to outsiders.

The claims of Washington Square as a ]o- 
cation for the Exposition have been injured 
by the impression that the city’s title to that 
ground was conditional, and that in case it 
was diverted from the purpose and uses of a 
public square it would revert to the heirs of 
the former owner. ‘ 

This impression is wholly erroneous. 
When the former owner, Maj. Tuomas F. 
SMITH, sold the ground to the city, he ob- 
tained its full market value, and gave the 
city a fee simple title to it. He parted un- 
reservedly with his whole interest in it with- 
out making any conditions or reserving any 
reversionary or other interest in the property 
for himself or his heirs. 
But when the City Council passed the or- 
dinance authorizing the purchase of the prop- 
erty, the ordinance declared that the proper- 
ty should be used as a public square, and in 
accordance with that ordinance the deed 
which gave the city a fee-simple title to the 
property contained a stipulation that, as 
provided by ordinance the land should be so 
used, and the City Government made a cove- 
nant with SmiruH and his heirs and with the 
citizens of St. Louis that it would reserve 
the ground for sitfch use. 
But there are two legal points to be noted 
which forever dispose of the idea that the 
ground could reverf tothe Smiru heirs or to 
anybody else under any conditions. These 
are, first, that where there is no penalty 
provided no penalty can be enforced, and 
second, thatin case the city should violate 
its covenant the SmirH heirs would have no 
other claim to compensation than any other 
citizens of St. Louis, who are all made par- 
ties to the covenant. 
It is very doubtful whether the use of the 
park for the location of the Exposition would 
be a violation of the ordinance under 
which it was purchased, but in any event no 
impairment of the title of the city could re- 
sult from it.. Any citizen might apply for 
an injunction to prevent the city from mis- 
using park property, but thatis the extent 
of the legal obstruction which could be in- 
terposed in the case in question. The idea 
that the heirs of Tnomas F. SMITH or any 
others have any reversion. remainder or pro- 
prietary interest in Washington Park is not 
seriously entertained by any one who has 
read the deed. Those who are curious to 
learn some interesting details about the pur- 
chase of this park can find them in the ‘‘Per- 
sonal Recollections” of the late JonHN F. 
DARBY.

RAINBOW TINTS. 


Hundreds of Delicate Shadings Pro- 
duced by the Modern Dyer. 
From the New York Star. 


Few persons can be indifferent to the ex- 
quisite tintings produced this year by the 
chemical experiments of French designers. 
It is averr by those who may be con- 
sidered good authority upon the subject that 
there are at least one hundred different 
shadings from the original stand colors, 
which latter can be summed up in seven 
words, viz., red, purple, green, blue, brown, 
ray and yellow. It itis no easy task to 

fine and group together all the shades that 
spring fron. those seven standard colors and 
which are employedin dress fabrics, rib- 
bons and flowers this season. Froimn the 
original red we have crushed strawberry, 
jacque rose, terra cotta, 
stone, shrimp, ach blossom and coral 
pinks, lobster pinks, copper color, crushed 
raspberry, mahogany, scarlet, crimson. car- 
dinai. ruby, garnetand claret—all of which 
shades are deciared au fait. Most imported 
costumes contain at least five 
shades, but they are -so artistically biend- 
ed that the grand total is perfection 
itself and do not look pronounced or vulgar. 
The old royal purple is making itself con- 
spleuous again, bringing aiong in its train 
a most charming variety of new shades, 
among which are pansy purple in three dif- 


ferent tints, dark, medium and pale; two 


blood- | 


| shades of heliatrope, lilac, mauve, lavender, 
amethist and dove-color, which latter is a 
revival of the antique and a_ very fashiona- 
ble tint a century ago, as well as inthe six- 
teenth century. 

The shadings which emanate from brown 
are also very muchwmployed in dress goods, 
but not so extensively used in mi'linery trim- 
mings. The seal brown, so popular two or 
three years ago, is now rarely, if ever, se n, 
having been discarded for olive, bronze and 
chocolate, The lighter shades in these colors 
are very numerous. Next to the natural 
color of the olive fruit comes violet wood, 
oak, Olive wood, amber, tan, fawn, ecru and 
cream. The more delicate tints in green are 
not easily distinguished from blue in the 
evening, except under a strong electric light. 
The darker tints are myrtle, hunters, Egypt- 
ian, olive and ivy, and then follow the deli- 
cate tints, embraciug emerald, (the origina! 
color,) jasper, pomegranate, pale olive and 
sea-foam. 

Yellow commences in the deepest bronze, 
followed next by orange, old gold, Etruscan 
gold, sunlight, amber flame, topaz, moon- 
light, maize, lemonand cream, ‘I'he bright- 
est tints, such as orange and sunlight, are 
employed principally in millinery, ribbons 
and floral ppuare, the most glittering and 
brilliant of these being sunball thistles, used 
op carriage and — bonnets, and the 
humming-birds, with breasts and wings 
spangled with gold crystals, cut into infini- 
tesimal particies and sprinkled upon the 
a which have been prepared by a kind 
of glue.

French Speculation.

In the French Chamber the first reading of 
the bili for amending the law on gaining con- 
tracts has been voted, Article 1,065 of the 
French Civil Code declares that no action 
ean be brought for the recovery of a pales 
débt or wager. French courts have sideu 
that purely speculative transactions fall 
within this article of the Code, and conse- 

uently it very frequently happens that dis- 
onset speculaters repudiate their contracts. 
After the panic of last year these repudia- 
tions assumed such large proportions that 
there was a general clamoramong the finan- 
cial public for a change in the jaw. A spec- 
jal committee was appointed to inquire into 
the subject, and the resultof their delibera- 
‘tions was the measure now under delibera- 
tion. This measure provides that hencefurth 
ali bargains for the account on public and 
other securities, and all bargains ior delivery 
on commodities and merchandises, shall be 
deemed iegal; and further, that noone can 
take advantage of article 1,955 of the Civil 
Code, even when only the paymeat of differ- 
ences is in —. It alsuv provides that 
article 419 of the Penal Code, forbidping the 
spreading of faise news, etc., for the pur- 
pose of aifecting the market, shall not apply 
to public securities. After some discussion

We have already given publicity to the 
fact that a gentleman who, a few days _- 
advertised in our columns for a clerk d 
bookkeeper, at a salary of £3 per week, and 
who requested that replies to this advertise- 
ment should be addressed to the postal de-- 
partment of this journal, received in response 
nag applications for the situation in ques 
tion. 

To judge from the eagerness of the legion 
of candidates who rushed at this clerkship, 
£3 a week mus! have seemed a very Eden, 
peciniarily speaking, to hundreds of gen- 
teelly brought up but poverty stricken youn 
men.g Let us look 4 little at what £3 a wee 
mean. They mean the wages of a working 
engineer, of a cabinet-maker, of a composi- 
tor, of a saddler, of a farrier, and of many 
more branches of manual or mechanical in- 
dustry. Many artisans in these trades may 
be aale to earn more than £3 a week; care 
vers, modelers, ivory turners, watchmakera, 
opticians, coachmakers. decorators can real- 
ize much more money in the course of a year 
than the average clerk; and they are able to 
maintain, and in tens of thousands of cases 
do maintain, their wives aad families in com- 
fort and respectability. A bookbinder can 
earn agood dea] more than a bookkeeper; 
and a “‘female pianoforte silker’”’ is, in the 
majority of instances, much better off than 
the unhappy damsel who offers to give 
forte lessons at the rate of ashilling an hour. 
Parents of the middle cCiasses, however, 
are imbued with absurd notions 
that there is something derogatory to 
their social standing in having a son 
who is a journeyman carpenter, or an engine 
driver. or a stonemasou. The lad who wears 
out his shoe leather in trudging from count- 
ing house to counting house in questof a 
vacant desk may be gifted with inmate me- 
chanical genius, and only wants a technical 
training. He has all. the jeapacity for learn- 
ing, but he has never been taught a handi- 
craft, It would bea thousand times better 
for him if he were forging horseshoes and 
plough coulters; if he were sewing pigskia 
or veneering wood; ifhe were painting 
coach panels = or trimming 
cloths, or chasing teapots, or dialling 
watches, or grinding lenses, than that he 
should be dangting about London with noth- 
ing to do, or, when he is so fortunate as to 
obtain a junior clerkship, that he should 
vegitate on a miserably exiguous salary 
which barely furnishes him with the means 
of procuring a sufficiency of nourishing food, 
to say nothing of “keeping up the appear- 
ance of a gentleman.” A journeyman car- 
penter or a journeyman Diacksmith may be, 
in the truest acceptation of the term, quite 
as much ofa gentleman as the unfortunate 
strippling whose right hand has no cunning 


beyond that of castin; up* columns 
of figures, and who. as _ senior 
clerks know to their sorrow, = is 


often inexpert even at making the aggregates 
of L. S. D. Itis time that all this nonsense 
about ‘‘gentlemanly avocations” were cast to 
the winds. The tact is patent and notwrious 
that the supply of cierks—or rather, of those 
who think themselves competent to fill 
clerky posts—is immensely in excess of the 
demand: and that the demand must grow 
every year even sinalier, a8 more justice con-

Surviviug Terrible Wounds.

We have heard much lately about Justice 
Haight, of Pennsylvania, living many days 
a bullet had been fired into his brain.

Now Mr. Sinsel is 
as well, apparently, as ever, though he bas a 
depression in his skull jarge enough w hide 
a walnut, and over which there ts no skull 
bone. ‘This case was a wonder'to the sur- 
geons at the time it occurred, and @ greater 
wonder to the man himself that he should be 
alive. .
